(WMS), Iowa (WHO), Minn. (KSTP), Ind, (WIBC), Ohio HIN), N.Y. (WEBW), Ariz. (2), 
Utah (2), Colo..(1), Zans. (1), Okla. (2), Fla. (10, Mont. (1), Mo. (3), N.C. (1), Ve

To Sid Ros- 
enbaum: The Wyoming Broadcast Station operating with a "W" is WYO, Pineville, V. Va. 
It is owned by the Wyoming County Broadcasting Company. Veries have been very few 
since last report, but I shouldn't grumble because few reports have been sent out.
